Specimen 


A fully printed banknote mostly identical to the issued form but usually identified by one of more 
of these features: 


° a large specimen or cancelled overprint or perforation 
° zero serial numbers 

° special numbers such as 123456 

° cancellation holes 


Proof 


A fully printed banknote usually printed for purpose of checking or confirming details. A proof will 
have no serial numbers and will only rarely incude signatures. They are often found with several 
printers annotations. A proof may be printed on both sides. 


Die Proof 


A special type of uniface proof specifically printed to test the clarity of the die. It consists of only 
the main layer of print and has no underprint layers. Each one will be printed individually, directly 
from the die. 


Progressive Proof 


A single sheet showing only one layer of the printing that goes into the making of a banknote. 
Multiple progressive proofs are used to make up a Preliminary Printers Proof Booklet (see below). 


Preliminary Printers Proof Booklet 


A booklet containing multiple die proofs and/or progressive proofs, which taken together will form 
a complete banknote, or sometimes just the complete underprint of a banknote.
